Introductory Note. The present issue is devoted to France 
and documents the longstanding and continuing interest of American 
scholars in general, and of the Library of Congress in particular, 
in this area of research. It should provide a starting point for 
investigation of the rich and fascinating phases of modern American 
and French history, and the relationship between the two countries. 

The articles in this issue fall into two groups. Those by 
Ulane Bonnel, Ferréol de Ferry, Etienne Taillemite, and Y.M. Bercé 
deal, respectively, with the current phase of the Library's copying 
program, the photocopying operations in the French Archives Nationales, 
the status of French naval and colonial records and guides, and the 
inventories of the Archives Nationales. The second group of articles 
by Howard C. Rice, A.P. Nasatir, and James E. O'Neill were written 
some time ago and deal with earlier phases of microfilming unpublished 
inventories, the microfilming of French material pertaining to 
American history, and the collection of copies of French material in 
the Library's Manuscript Division. Thus, the two sets of articles 
complement each other and together provide an interesting survey of 
French research material and guides. 

In the preparation of this issue, Ulane Bonnel, the 
Library's déléguée in Paris, assumed a great share of responsibility. 
In addition to contributing an article of her own, she translated 
three others; her valuable assistance is gratefully acknowledged.

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THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS MICROFILMING 
PROGRAM IN FRANCE - Progress Report 
by 
Ulane Bonnel 


The purpose and background of the Library of Congress post- 
World War II microfilming program in France, as well as the methods 
adopted for selection and filming of manuscripts and documents in 
French repositories were explained three years ago in The Quarterly 
Journal.* They have not been changed since. Considering that thorough 
preparation precludes quick results in this type of project, progress 
made has been considerable. 

American material as defined in the article above mentioned 
has been filmed in Marine B4 (Campaigns, operational reports), 
Marine Bl (Naval Council policy decisions) and in Marine B2 (General 
Correspondence, ie rane letters, 1663-1790). Another lot of some 
120 volumes of Marine B“ will be filmed within the near future, and 
work will continue on that vast series until it is finished. It 
contains the outgoing ministerial correspondence up to about 1789 and 
although the format of the documents is uniform, which simplifies the 
task of the microphotographer, the subject matter is infinitely varied 
and that makes the task of selection difficult. When Marine B“ is 
completed, the selection and filming of Marine B3 (incoming ministerial 
correspondence) will be undertaken. This series is even more 
voluminous than B?, Its geographical classification by French ports 
within the general chronological order will, however, facilitate 
research. 





So little copying had been done previously in Marine B! and 
B2 that it was more economical to search and film without regard for 
the few selections taken from these series in the past. But this 
was not the case with Marine B4*. Substantial copying, presumed to be 
exhaustive or nearly so, had already been done in this series for the 
period of the War for American Independence. Therefore volumes 130 
to 269 of B4 were not reexamined. However, material found before 
1778 and after 1784 and included in the new microfilm is of great 
importance to the study of the period, as is the material in the 
Supplément (B4, vols. 284 to 313) containing papers received by the 
archives after the series had been classified and bound. 

In addition to these major ministerial series, the Library 
has microfilmed a few collections of private papers related to 
America as opportunities to do so have arisen. This was generally 
as a result of my personal acquaintance with families who for 
several generations have furnished officers to the Navy. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs authorized the Library to 
replace old transcripts of certain diplomatic records with modern

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microfilm. The first 34 volumes of the political correspondence, 
United States, have therefore been filmed in their entirety, which 
gives additional assurance to scholars as to their completeness. 

A long term project for obtaining microfilms of unpublished 
inventories of the Archives Nationales has also been revived, as 
indicated elsewhere in this issue. In order to build up as rapidly 
as possible the collections of these research tools, microfilms of 
inventories that are readily available are being furnished to the 
Library of Congress by the Archives Naticnales. They are films made 
by the Archives Nationales to complete its collections of lists and 
guides in the Inventory room. If this at first glance looks like a 
rather haphazard choice instead of a systematic survey, it also means 
that LC's own collection is being updated along with that of the 
Archives Nationales. 

In my 1966 article I spoke hopefully of our microfilms as 
“opening doors” to historical research in our two countries. Doors 
are indeed more widely open than ever before; American scholars in 
greater numbers than ever are at work in French respositories on a 
wide variety of subjects, and my own impression coincides with public 
rumor in historical and archival circles: those American scholars 
come to France very well prepared for the research they intend to 
undertake. I trust that LC's foreign copying program in France and 
the services created around it have contributed toward this promising 
state of historical research. 


PHOTODUPLICATION AT THE ARCHIVES DE FRANCE - 
PRACTICE AND POLICY

Among the various techniques of photoduplication, the 
microfilm has to date been the most widely employed in France. 

Archives de France microfilm collections include for the 
Archives Nationales (Service Photographique and Section Outre-Mer in 
Paris; Dép6t des Archives d'Outre-Mer in Aix-en-Provence) approxi- 
mately 500,000 meters of film or 12,500,000 exposures; and for the 
Archives Départementales roughly 700,000 meters of film or 17,500,000 
exposures. A second negative exists for all microfilm produced by 
the Service Photographique and by the Dép6t des Archives d'Outre-Mer 
at Aix-en-Provence. 

A brief review of organization is in order before considering 
photoduplication practice and policy. 

The Archives de France include the Archives Nationales and 
the Archives Départementales. 


The Archives Nationales, Paris, is the repository for 


a) governmental records and private civil and church records 
from the origins of French history to 1789, seized for the most 
part in Paris and in Versailles during the French Revolution and 
since that time national property 


b) documents of public administration transferred since 1789 by 
state agencies 


c) notary records of the Paris area, placed on deposit by notary 
officials 


d) collections of important family papers and of records of 
public or private enterprises deposited or given to the Archives 
Nationales 


e) microfilms consisting of security films of Archives Nationales 
materials and complementary films of private papers, economic 
records, and of archival or manuscript collections held by private 
owners or by other French or foreign repositories 


The Ministries of Foreign Affairs and of National Defense 
(Army, Navy, Air Force) are not required to transfer their records to 
the Archives Nationales and have their own archives services. However, 
they have deposited certain ancient series at the Archives Nationales, 








such as the series "Consulats" from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
and the major part of ministerial records from the Navy. 

The other ministries (National Education, Interior, Justice, 
Public Works, etc.) transfer their outdated records at regular 
intervals, often with the aid of records management specialists 
detached on mission by the Archives Nationales. 

The central administrative archives of the former ministry 
"de la France d'Outre-Mer (previously "des Colonies") became in 
1963 a part of the Archives Nationales with the title of "Section 
Outre-Mer" (27 rue Oudinot, Paris 7€). The Dép6t des Archives 
d'Outre-Mer, inaugurated in 1966 as an annex of the Archives Nationales, 
located in Aix-en-Provence (Bouches du Rh6ne) contains French 
administrative records from many of the former French possessions in 
Africa and in Asia 


Departmental archives are located in each of the 99 
préfectures, including those of Réunion, Guadeloupe, and Martinique. 
The origin of their collections is similar to that of Archives 
Nationales series: 


a) public and private civil and church records taken over by the 
state as public property during the French revolution 


b) record groups of departmental and municipal administrations 
c) notary records 

d) private papers 

e) microfilms 


A standard classification scheme is used in departmental 
archives although it is different from that of the Archives Nationales. 
In addition, the nature and the historical interest of the collections 
vary greatly from one departmental repository to another depending on 
the relative importance of the region through past centuries and on 
the volume of archival material still in existence today. Local 
conditions dictate the photoduplication requirements of each repository 
just as local finances determine to what extent those requirements may 
be fulfilled. 

The following survey is designed to indicate what has been 
done and what is planned for the near future. 


The Archives Nationales 





Various experiments in the field of photoduplication were 
made before the Second World War, and the first major microfilm 
project was undertaken in 1941 before the retrocession to Spain of 
archives seized during the Napoleonic Wars and held in Archives 
Nationales collections under the title "Fonds de Simancas" (K 1385- 


1711). This material was microfilmed and the film (21 Mi 1-278) is 
available for consultation. 

In 1949 the Service Photographique of the Archives Nationales 
was created with two major goals in view: to acquire films of private 
papers or other records not otherwise available; and to film the 
most valuable and fragile of the Archives Nationales collections so 
as to preserve the originals from unnecessary handling and consultation. 
As would be expected in a respository containing a thousand years of 
recorded history, the latter far outweighed the first and has absorbed 
the greater part of Service Photographique time and funds. 

From the beginning it was decided to concentrate efforts on 
systematic microfilming of large divisions of record groups, preferably 
by series. Establishing priorities was and still is very difficult. 
However, the first program called for the photoduplication of 


a) all documents on display in the "Musée de l'Histoire de 
France". They are the most spectacular items of Archives 
Nationales collections and the most signigicant to the study of 
French history. They may be consulted by readers in the form of 
photocopies. 


b) two very important collections from the ancien régime, the 
Trésor des Chartes (série J Layettes et série JJ Registres) and 
the Monuments historiques (séries K et KK) 


c) the famous documents of the Armoire de Fer 


d) the Douét d'Arcg collection of some 30,000 seals from all 
countries, from the Middle Ages to the 19th century 


e) the registers of the Parlement de Paris from the 13th century 
f) the arrétés of the Consulate and the First Empire 


g) the correspondance générale des Colonies, in order to complete 
the microfilm project undertaken by the Section Outre-Mer before 
its annexation by the Archives Nationales 


h) unpublished inventories to Archives Nationales collections 


The above program has been completed for the documents in 
the Musée de 1'Histoire de France, the Trésor des Chartes, the Armoire 
de Fer, and the registers of the Monuments historiques (série KK). 
The K series is now being photocopied and should be completed within 
two or three years. 

The photographic record of the Douét d'Arcq seals is 
scheduled to be completed by the end of 1969. 

Of the 30,000 registers of the Parlement de Paris, the 
"olim" and those for the Jugés from 1254 to 1614 (x14 1-326) have 
been microfilmed, as well as those for the Conseil, 1364-1699 (xlA 
1469-2830), and the Accords, 1320-1392 (x1C 1-64B). 
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The minutes of the arr@tés of the Consulate from "an VIII" 
to "an Ix" (AF IV 1-97) are now on ‘microfilm. 

-In the correspondance générale des Colonies, the following 
subseries have been microfilmed: Extréme Orient (C1); Inde (Cc? ); 
Saint Domingue (C9A, C9B); Iles de la Grenade (cLOA) , Saint Christophe 
(cl9B) sainte Lucie (c10C) ; Saint Barthélemy, Sainte Croix, Saint 
Vincent et Désirade (Cl9D); Tobago (c19E); Baie d'Hudson (F2A, F2B, F3, 
cl1A, cllE, cllG); saint Pierre et Miquelon (c!2), Guyane (c14). 

Of the unpublished inventories, 370 have been microfilmed, 
some of which, in card file form, contain several thousand cards. 
The Library of Congress has acquired a copy of a great many of these 
films and continues its acquisitions on an exchange basis. 

In addition to this long-range program, annual projects are 
undertaken in agreement with record group curators to meet immediate 
needs. Among materials thus photographed we may cite: 


a) AD XxX©: all the collection of the Affiches et placards imprimés 
from the 17th to the 19th centuries 


b) BA: Elections aux Etats-généraux de 1789 


c) BB29 367-390: the entire collection of the Rapports des 
procureurs généraux sur la situation politique en France pendant 
la 2@me République et le Second Empire 


d) C 1-364: Procés-verbaux originaux des Assemblées Nationales 
e) C 943-969: Enquéte générale sur le travail en France en 1848 


f) C 3018-3026: Enquéte générale sur le travail et l'industrie 
en France (1872-1875) 


g) C 3100: Enquéte sur l'industrie houilliére en France (1873-74) 


h) L: Monuments ecclésiastiques, consisting of Bulles papales 
et brefs (L 220-400, LL 1-5); Clergé de France ( L 401, LL 6); 
Archevéché et église cathédrale de Paris (L 408-444, LL 7-75); 
Registres du Chapitre de Notre-Dame de Paris (LL 76-23242) 


i) N IV: all the Plans et cartes conservés en atlas (Paris et 
province) 


In September 1967 an emergency program to microfilm some 
1,000 volumes of Section Moderne materials was adopted. These 
volumes, from different series, were in such a bad state of repair 
that they could no longer be consulted. The material from séries F 
Police générale, F12 Commerce et industrie, F17 Instruction publique 
et beaux arts, F18 Imprimerie et librairie, F2° statistique, AFII 
Conseil exécutif, Convention, Comité de Salut Public, Comité de Sfreté 
générale, AF III Directoire exécutif, and AF IV Consulat et Empire was 
therefore microfilmed and the remainder of these series will be at 
some future date. For example, microfilms of Fl2A 51-108, comprising 
the records of the Conseil de Commerce, 1700-91, will soon be undertaken. 


Security film held at the Archives Nationales bears the 
same reference number as the originals (e.g., Microfilm JJ 24 is 
the photocopy of Register JJ 24). 

Complementary film, however, constitutes a separate series: 
1 Mi, to which the reel number is added (e.g., 1 Mi 26). At present 
the 1 Mi series of complementary microfilm is composed of 283 
different collections for the Service Photographique, 207 for the 
Section Outre-Mer and 21 for the Dép6t d'Outre-Mer at Aix-en-Provence. 
Each of these services works toward an increase of its collections, 
with priority given to French public records held elsewhere than in the 
Archives Nationales and private papers related to French history. 

Opportunities to microfilm significant materials are not 
neglected, as, for example, documents on loan for display in various 
exhibits. 

A long-term project to microfilm the records of the former 
Afrique occidentale frangaise at Dakar, begun in 1963, will be 
completed in 1969. The terminal date for the material on microfilm is 
1921. The 1,613 reels of 30 meters each may be consulted either at 
the Archives Nationales in Paris (200 Mi 1-1613) or at the Dépét in 
Aix-en-Provence. 

The Dépéches des ambassadeurs vénitiens en France (133 Mi) 
were microfilmed in Venice for the Archives Nationales and the Archives 
de la Nonciature de France A Paris, 1527-1808 (129 Mi) at the Vatican. 
The diplomatic and consular correspondence of United States repre- 
sentatives in France and in French possessions, 1783-1906 (250 Mi- 
256 Mi) may also be consulted on microfilm at the Archives Nationales. 

In collaboration with Belgian Royal Archives, the archives 
des finances des ducs de Bourgogne, dispersed among several Belgian 
and French respositories, have been filmed (62 Mi) and are available 
for consultation in each of the repositories having furnished material 
for this project. In addition to the Simancas collection (29 Mi) 
already mentioned, other foreign records exist on microfilm at the 
Archives Nationales, primarily from France's neighbors and often in 
relation to questions of boundaries. 

Progress in the microfilming of private papers of illustrious 
families has been particularly satisfactory. Among the most notable 
collections are those of the Gramont (63 Mi), Ormesson (156 Mi), 
Tocqueville (177 Mi), La Fayette (217 Mi - in collaboration with 
Cornell University), and Uzés (219 Mi) families. 

Personal papers of French explorers and colonial adminis- 
trators such as Ballay, Ballot, Fourneau, Gentil, and Marchand have 
been microfilmed as have economic records of banks, insurance and 
railroad companies, and famed enterprises such as that of the 
Montgolfier family. 

Complementary film held by the Section Outre-Mer in Paris 
contains material related to French colonial possessions found in 
family papers or in other French or foreign repositories. Comple- 
mentary film in Aix-en-Provence is of the same nature and is related 
primarily to North Africa. 

A recent publication, the Etat des Microfilms conservés aux 














Czarnecki (Paris, S.E.V.P.E.N., 1968, 279 p., index) gives the 
complete list of microfilm collections as of December 31, 1967. 

A supplement by J.P. Busson presents the complementary microfilms of 
the Service historique de la Marine (3 avenue Octave Gréard, Paris 7®), 
composed of ship's logs and reports and correspondence of French 

naval personnel. 

No restrictions are placed on consulting security microfilms, 
but complementary films are subject to restrictions defined by the 
owners of the originals. 

The Archives Nationales administrative statutes do not 
provide for receiving and disbursing money; therefore it is not 
possible to operate a commercial photoduplication service. The 
Service Photographique cannot accept orders from the public; such 
orders may be addressed to a private company installed within Archives 
Nationales premises, the Société Francaise du Microfilm. 


The Archives Départmentales 





It is impossible to list here the infinitely varied 
microfilms made in departmental archives. However, Michel Duchein's 
Catalogue des Microfilms de sécurité et de complément conservés dans 
les archives départmentales (Paris, Imprimerie Nationale, 1955), 
followed by two Suppléments, 1955-1958 (Paris, Imprimerie Nationale, 
1960), and 1958-1965 (Paris, S.E.V.P.E.N., 1968), list them in 
detail, by department. The classification scheme used in the Archives 
Départmentales is adapted to their particular needs: 











complementary microfilm 

security films 

substitute films 

documentation on film (printed materials) 
vital statistics 
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Complementary film consists primarily of 


a) foreign archives related to various regions of France: 
Italian for Bouches-du-Rh6ne, Alpes Maritimes, Savoie; Vatican 
(Avignon) and Dutch (Orange) for Vaucluse; German for Haut Rhin 
and Bas Rhin; Belgian for Ardennes and Pas de Calais 


b) other departmental archives, particularly those of the seat 
of the old provincial government 


c) association, society, commercial, industrial, and family 
papers 


In regard to the last point, a few departments, such as 
Sarthe, have filmed important private collections related to 17th and 
18th century colonial history. Others systematically microfilm 
certain types of administrative documents. 
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Security microfilms are made essentially of large archival 
groups coming from important provincial organisms, as the Trésor des 
Chartes de Lorraine, the Chambre des Comptes du Dauphine, or certain 
abbatial cartulaires. 

The greatest influx of microfilm into departmental archives 
comes from the gigantic microfilm project undertaken by the Genealo- 
gical Society of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints of 
Salt Lake City. Vital statistic records are being systematically 
microfilmed and in more than 10 departments of France the work is 
nearing completion. The Genealogical Society presents a free copy 
of its film to the repository holding the originals, thereby making 
a valuable contribution to French microfilm collections of historical 
materials. 

The Library of Congress continues its program of microfilming 
the sources of American history in French archives and gives the 
Archives Nationales a free second negative of all items (boxes or 
volumes) photocopied in their entirety. 

Thus two very different American institutions contribute 
toward the accumulation of important microfilm collections designed 
to serve the cause of history and to aid the scholar. 
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FRENCH NAVAL AND COLONIAL RECORDS AND ARCHIVAL GUIDES

Since 1954 several works have been published to facilitate 
research in the naval and colonial collection of the Archives 
Nationales. They are of two types: general descriptions of the 
collections as a whole and detailed finding aids for various series. 


Naval Records 





Two general articles* have been published by the Naval 


Academy. One; in 1961, dealt with the "Archives anciennes de la 
Marine," the collection up to 1789. Each series in this collection 
is briefly described to indicate what kind of information the 
researcher may expect:. terminal dates, nature of the documents, and 
types of existing finding aids, whether printed or in manuscript. The 
second study, published in 1964, follows along the same lines and 
deals with the "Archives modernes," the collection from 1789 to 1870 
(in some cases beyond that date), and the "Archives du Service 
hydrographique de la Marine." 

In the Archives, as everywhere else, things change, and, 
in some respects, the two articles mentioned above are already outdated 
by various reclassifications of series, by preparation of inventories, 
and by additional transfers of naval material to the Archives Nationales. 
Thus, the series 1JJ, 2JJ, and 3JJ have been reclassified, and the 
series DD? (Naval Works, 1789-1914), together with the series CC? for 
the period 1870-1914, were transferred to the Palais Soubise in 1967. 
Nevertheless, the two studies, even without being updated, constitute 
a useful guide for the historian unfamiliar with the rather complex 
system of the naval archives. 

In addition, the first 1969 issue of the Bibliothéque de 
1'Ecole des Chartes contains a study "Les Archives et les Archivistes 
de la Marine des origines & 1870." This deals with the vicissitudes 
to which naval records have been subjected throughout the ages and 
explains certain gaps in the collection and the use of classification 
methods different from those employed today. 

A guide to historical sources in Africa south of the Sahara 
will be published soon under the auspices of UNESCO. It will contain 
explanatory notes on nearly all series of naval and colonial records 
and will thus be the first step toward the preparation of a complete 
guide to these records which the Historical Service of the Navy is 
now planning. 

As far as inventories are concerned, several which were in 
manuscript form for many years have been published; others are being

prepared. The last volume of the inventory of series Bl, B2, and BS, 
vol. VIII, covering the last part of BS (Incoming Correspondence 

of the Minister, 1763-89) and prepared by Jean Mallon, was published 
in 1963. A list of names, places, ships, and subjects for the eight 
volumes of that inventory is expected to be published by the end of 
1969. A summary inventory of the B4 series, begun before the 

Second World War:by Jean Mallon, is being revised and prep red for 
publication. This important series concerning naval campaigns from 
about 1660 to 1789 should be of great interest to historians of all 
those countries which border the seas. A descriptive list is being 
compiled for series B’, which deals with commerce, consular affairs, 
and foreign countries. The first four volumes, analyzing the first 
75 registers (Incoming Correspondence, 1709-23}; Outgoing Corres- 
pondence, 1660-1709), were published in 1964 and 1966 and cover the 
period from about 1660 to 1723. The inventory of the second lot of 
incoming correspondence, for the same period, is now being prepared. 
It has been completed for volumes B’ 204-506 and will soon be 
published. 

The card file of personnel records, concerning line and 
corps officers of the Navy who served before 1789, which was begun by 
Mlle Marie Louise Boulard and Mme Thérése Tour under the direction of 
Olivier de Prat, has been completed. Thanks to this guide, which is 
based on series cl and c2, it is now possible to obtain immediately all 
pertinent data from the personnel files of a French naval officer of 
the old regime. Xerox copies of the card file have been placed in the 
inventory room of the Archives Nationales for use by the public. The 
c? series (Naval Personnel Files in Service Before 1789) is being 
prepared. When it is completed ( in 1971 according to current plans) 
it too will be available for consultation. The descriptive inventory 
of the D* series, written by Paul Lecacheux and revised by Mme Thérése 
Tour and Mlle Agathe Bellas, was published in 1965. This series, 
dealing with naval construction before 1789, is of great importance for 
the study of the history of ports, of coastal areas, and of naval 
economy in general. 

As to the series of the Naval Hydrographic Service, the 
following has been accomplished. 

The subseries 1JJ (Correspondence of the Directors of the 
Naval Office of Charts and Maps, afterwards the Hydrographic Service, 
17th century-1909), 2JJ (Personal papers of the Geographers and 
Hydrographers, 18th-19th centuries), and 3JJ (Scientific and Hydro- 
graphic documents, 17th-20th centuries) have been reclassified and 
arranged in final form; numerical handlists have been prepared for 
1JJ and 2JJ. An unpublished analytical inventory in three volumes for 
subseries 3JJ, which is particularly rich in materials on practically 
all countries of the world, was compiled by the Hydrographic Service. 
This has also been copied and added to the collection in the reference 
room of the Archives Nationales. The inventories for the subseries 
4JJ and 5JJ, prepared by Georges Bourgin, were published in 1963. 

The subseries 4JJ contains a very important collection of navigation 
logs of ships of the French Royal Navy and of the Company of the Indies, 
from the second half of the 17th century to 1870; it is arranged 
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chronologically and geographically according to the ships' destination. 
The subseries 5JJ is of major significance to historicans interested 
in explorations, navigation, and general sciences. It contains a 
great number of exceptionally interesting documents on the great 
voyages of circumnavigation by the French Navy from d'Entrecasteaux, 
1791-93, to the middle of the 19th century. In addition, there is an 
equally important group of materials on scientific, hydrographic, 

and astronomical projects carried out by French ships in all the 

major oceans to about 1870. 


Colonial Records 





A survey and documentary study of colonial records, "Les 
archives anciennes des colonies aux Archives Nationales," similar 
to those mentioned above on naval records, was published in the 
Gazette des Archives (No. 46, 3d quarter 1964). 

In addition to this small general outline, a number of 
inventories either have been printed or are being prepared. The 
descriptive inventory of the first 37 volumes of the B series 
(Outgoing Correspondence of the Minister, regarding the colonies, 
1660-1715) was published in 1959. Several detailed finding aids 
now exist for the C series which, arranged by colony, contain 
incoming ministerial correspondence. 

The analytical inventory of the subseries cl (Far East, 
Indochina, China, Ava and Pégu, Siam), by Ferréol de Ferry, was 
published in 1958. The inventory of the subseries c°A and Cc 
(Madagascar and Cape of Good Hope), by M, Pouliguen-Sarotte, is due 
to appear by the end of 1969. For the c’ subseries (Guadeloupe), the 
inventory begun by Mme Gilberte Pérotin is being continued by Mme 
Marie Annick Hepp. 

Regarding subseries c8 (Martinique), the first volume of 
the analytical inventory, covering the first 55 registers (1663-1743), 
was published in 1967. The second volume, for the period 1744-1815, 
is ready for publication; it is scheduled to appear in 1970. It will 
conclude the inventory of the c8A subseries. The inventory of the 
subseries c8B will be next, thus completing the previous one and 
adding to it all documents related to niyichag™. ga in the 40-volume 
Moreau de Saint-Méry collection (subseries F 3). The analytical 
inventory of the subseries ci3 (Louisiana), by M.A. Ménier and 
E. Taillemite, is ready for printing and its publication is scheduled 
for 1971. The inventory of the subseries ci4 (Guiana), by M. 
Pouliguen-Sarotte and C. Bougard-Cordier, is also completed; copies 
have been made and it is to be printed at some future date. 

Personnel data re ae officers on duty in the colonies 
under the old regime (subseries D* ) have been card indexed by 
Mme Jacqueline Giroux and Mme Thérése Tour, using the same method 
already adopted for officer personnel of the Navy. Unfortunately the 
personnel records were much less complete and not as well kept as 
those of the Navy so that the recently completed card file must be 
used with caution and the information therein checked and augmented 
by consulting other series, especially series E (colonial personnel 
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before 1789). A card file of the series EE (colonial personnel 
serving between 1789 and 1870) is being prepared by Mme Jacqueline 
Giroux and Mme Thérése Tour. The personnel files are arranged in 
alphabetical order; cards have now been made up to the beginning of 
the letter D. 

In conclusion, special mention should be made of the work 
accomplished or at present underway in the archives of the former 
Ministry of "la France d'Outre-Mer," which became in 1960 the 
"Section Outre-Mer des Archives Nationales," responsible for colonial 
records after 1815. The summary inventory of the series Oceana 
(French Polynesia) was published in the Journal de la Société des 
Océanistes (vel. 15 (Dec. 1969), 267-320). Summary inventories of 
the series "Guiana, Guadeloupe, Indochina, New Hebrides" as well as for 
the series devoted to political affairs related to Africa and Madagascar 
between 1900 and 1920, have been finished in the form of card indexes. 
Summary inventories have also been prepared for the Martinique and 
Réunion series. For various reasons their publication is not now 
scheduled but they are, of course, at the disposition of scholars. 

The Section Outre-Mer has also issued a multigraphed 
Reader's Guide.

PRINTED INVENTORIES OF THE ARCHIVES NATIONALES IN PARIS

Only one general finding aid gives an overall view of the 
archival collections in the Archives Nationales in Paris: The Etat 
sommaire par séries des documents conservés aux Archives Nationales 
(1891, 880 p.)* This indispensable guide has not been replaced 
and still affords the best introduction available to the series 
pertaining to the old regime and to the revolutionary and imperial 
periods. Its publication date is, however, ample indication of its 
limitations. It is notably insufficient as regards the 19th century 
and may even lead to errors as a result of reclassifications of 
certain series in the modern archives, accomplished since that date. 

At the least, an understanding of the general classification 
scheme of the French National Archives enables the scholar to perceive 
the complexity and the scope of the collections. The structure of 
the series and subseries is explained in a brochure of 40 pages, 
published in 1964 under the title of Guide du lecteur. The diversity 
in reference numbers, the abundance of “exponents. as indicators, and 
the apparent incoherence of these classifications are due to the 
experimental nature of the system. The basic alphabetical framework 
was instituted in 1850 by P.C.F. Daunou, the curator of the imperial 
archives; it has been maintained by virtue of the archival principle 
of respecting established classification schemes, but it is now 
deformed and inflated by the hundreds of additions made inevitable by 
the influx of new archives arriving throughout the years in ever 
greater numbers from a variety of administrations. 

The research guides elaborated by generations of archivists 
are equally heterogeneous. There are more than a thousand inventories, 
compiled, it would appear, at random and employing such a variety of 
methods that their consultation requires considerable experience in 
historical research. Guides to inventories have therefore been 
prepared to lead the reader through this labyrinth. Two of these 
guides are currently in use: the Etat des inventaires des Archives 
Nationales au ler janvier 1937 (1938, 130 p.), and its Supplément 
(1955, 102 p.). The latter lists archival inventories prepared from 
1937 to 1954. It is through consulting these two volumes that the 
reader can most easily acquire practical working knowledge of 
possibilities of research in the collections of the Archives Nationales. 
He will find in them a systematic list of all existing guides for 
these collections--published or unpublished inventories, registers, 
and card files. Published inventories still in stock may be 
purchased from the Service d'Edition et de vente des productions de 
1'Education Nationale (S.E.V.P.E.N., 13 rue du Four, Paris (6°). In 

















*tnless otherwise indicated, the works mentioned in this paper 
were published in Paris by the Imprimerie Nationale. 
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1968 the S.E.V.P.E.N. issued a 14-page catalog listing all Archives 
Nationales publications available for purchase. 
For the purpose of this biographical survey we assume 
that inventories prepared before 1954 and included in the 1937 and 
1954 guides are already well known to the scholarly community. What 
follows is an annotated list of finding aids published since 1954. 
Among the archive groups of the old regime for which the 
Section ancienne of the Archives Nationales is responsible, the most 
illustrious is the Trésor des Chartes, containing legal documents 
issued by the Chancellery of the Kings of France from the 13th to

The important production of inventories on the naval and 
colonial record groups has been described by E. Taillemite in a 
separate article, in which he treats not only published guides but 
also those unpublished, underway, and planned for the foreseeable 
future. 
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Most of the collections for the old regime have as their 
only finding aid the numerical list. Furthermore, they present in 
their organization a double institutional and archival complexity 
in the sense that their history, origins, and functions are not well 
known and the accumulation and the destination of the records, as 
well as their transfer through an unknown number of legal registries 
and archival repositories, are even less well understood. In the 
absence of descriptive inventories, which cannot be undertaken at 
present because of the great volume of documents and of personnel 
restrictions affecting the administration of the Archives, subject 
guides have been prepared. These guides give a methodical survey of 
sources to the study of a particular historical subject, sometimes 
by topic, sometimes by collection. In addition to being guides to 
archival research, they are often excellent manuals of the history 
of the institutions as well:

Administrative records after 1791 belong for the most part 
to the gigantic series designated by the letter F and called the 
"série des versements des ministéres." The various governmental 
agencies are identified by numbers assigned to the subdivision of 
that immense collection, which is constantly increasing as a result 
of new accessions. 

The guide for the F.series is a preliminary inventory 
outlining the main structure of the record group, indicating the 
origin of various items, their terminal dates, and their basic 
importance. It provides a general survey but is not detailed 
enough to analyze documents. The preliminary list of series F, begun 
in 1919, now comprises three volumes and one supplement under the 
general title Etat sommaire des versements faits aux Archives 
Nationales par les Ministéres. The first volume (1924) concerns 
the archives of the Ministry of the Interior; the second (1935), the 
records of the ministries of Agriculture, Commerce and Industry, 
Public Works, and Public Education; the third (1957), lists pertaining 
to censorship, churches, fine arts, finances, and the postal system; 
the supplement (1962), administrative records recently transferred 
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primarily from the ministries of Interior, Agriculture, Commerce, 
Public Works, and Public Education. 

The records of the Ministry of Justice form a separate 
group designated as BB. The preliminary inventory of these papers, 
the files of the central offices of the ministry, was published in 
three fascicles in 1947, 1955, and 1956. They are grouped under the 
title Etat sommaire des versements faits aux Archives Nationales par 
les ministéres, Tome IV, série BB, Justice (1956, 300 p.), and bring 
to a total of five the volumes of the preliminary inventory of 
ministerial records which, together, contain the most complete 
administrative documentation now available on France in the 19th and 
20th centuries and constitute the best guide for scholars of 
contemporary French history. 

For certain groups of documents, more detailed inventories 
exist, some with analytical listing. This is the case of the collection 
of the Committee of General Safety (1792-95), whose records are to be 
found in the subseries AF II, F’, and D XLIII:

The chronological separation between the old and the new 
regime is not applicable to several categories of papers, whether by 
their non-governmental origin (notary records, private papers) or by 
their form (collections of maps, official legal imprints). Regardless 
of their dates, such papers constitute autonomous collections and are 
classified under the headings AD (printed administrative documents), 
AP (private archives), AQ (business archives: records of businesses 
and industries), AS (archives of societies and syndicates) Mc (central 
collection of records of the notaries of Paris), N (maps and charts), 
etc. The collections of printed administrative documents have a 
numerical list as a finding aid:

The historical importance of private papers may be 
measured by the renown of their authors.

The volumes cited here form only a fraction of the existing 
guides. These are, it should be emphasized, volumes printed by or 
for the Archives Nationales since 1954. The great number of finding 
aids edited before this date must not be forgotten, nor the hundreds 
of unpublished registers and card files which can be consulted only 
in Paris. 

Until 1964, the inventories of the Archives Nationales were 
not systematically placed at the disposition of the public. Since 
that date an inventory room has been opened where the reader is 
invited to consult the finding aids himself and to note the reference 
numbers that may be of interest for his subject. All catalogs, 
inventories, and guides which describe the record groups comprising 
the Archives Nationales are available for consultation in the 
inventory room, except for some card files which are too bulky or 
fragile to be examined in their present form by readers. They remain 
in the personal offices of archivists. The archivist in charge of 
the inventory room supervises the reproduction of card files and 
facilitates consultation of all finding aids assembled there for the 
public. In addition to Archives Nationales guides, the inventory 
room contains inventories from record repositories of the some 90 
French departments. A central card index serves as a general 
guide to these inventories. A project is now being studied whereby 
the inventory room would also house research tools published on 
foreign archives, making it an international documentation center 
on archives. The realization of this ambitious project would 
naturally take some time.

Suggestions Concerning Their Use and Misuse

The inventaires are the keys to the vast store of documents 
preserved in the Archives Nationales in Paris. The scholar who has 
occasion to undertake research there must of necessity learn to use 
these keys; at the same time he will be able to use the keys more 
effectively if he is familiar with the general arrangement and organi- 
zation of the Archives. In making available to American scholars an 
extra set of the keys, in the form of microfilm copies of the 
inventories, it seems appropriate to recapitulate some general notions 
about the Archives Nationales. 

The scholar using these microfilm inventories should have at 
hand for reference, and as an indispensable guide, the printed volume 
published by the Direction des Archives de France: Etat des inventaires 
des Archives Nationales, départementales, communales, et hospitaliéres 
au premier janvier 1937 (H. Didier, Paris, 1938). Pages 1-130, 687- 
690, and 695-696 of this volume provide an inventory of inventories, 
or checklist of the inventories of the Archives Nationales. A supple- 
ment bringing the list up-to-date as of 1950 will be published in the 
near future. The inventory numbers used as identification numbers 
at the beginning and end of each of the microfilm copies are those 
used in this Etat des inventaires. (It will be noted that there is, 
following the description of each inventory in the Etat, another 
number printed between square brackets. This is an accession number 
only and has not been used on the microfilm copies.) The Etat des 
inventaires follows the arrangement of the archives themselves, by 
series or record groups, and thus also provides a guide to the Archives. 

In addition to this Etat des inventaires, several other 
published volumes can profitably be consulted by the scholar for a 
description of the Archives. For example, a convenient bird's-eye 
view can be obtained from the Etat sommaire par série des documents 
conservés aux Archives Nationales (Paris, 1891), although there have 
been a few small modifications of record groups since this volume was 
published. The following volumes are also useful: Ch.--V. Langlois, 
Les sources de l'histoire de France (Paris, 1891, chap.I, "Archives 
Nationales'); Charles Schmidt,. Les sources de l'histoire de France 
depuis 1789 aux Archives Nationales (Paris, 1907); and, for the 
limited period of the French Revolution, the pages (91-135) devoted to 
the Archives Nationales by Pierre Caron in his Manuel pratique pour 
l'étude de la Révolution francaise (nouvelle édition, Paris, 1947).

Canade (Ottawa, 1911). Material for a guide to the sources of 
American history in the Archives Nationales has already been 
gathered, but has unfortunately not yet (1951) been published. This 
projected guide is presumably to take its place in the series 
published under the general editorship of Waldo G. Leland (two 
volumes now available: Guide to Materials for American History in 

the Libraries and Archives of Paris, vol.I, Libraries , 1932; and 
vol.II, “Archives of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs", 1943). 
Finally, mention can be made of a small illustrated pamphlet, designed 
for the general public: Les Archives de France ("La Documentation 
frangaise illustrée," No.37, published by the Direction de la 
Documentation, 14-16 rue Lord-Byron, Paris--8e, 1950). Although this 
is of an elementary and popularized character, it nevertheless 
provides some helpful ideas to the person totally unfamiliar with the 
Archives Nationales. 

The person consulting the Etat des inventaires will find 

that it describes the Archives Nationales in three sections: 

"Section ancienne" (archives for the period before 1789), "Section 

moderne" (archives for the period since 1789), and "Secrétariat." 

These are purely administrative divisions and do not affect the 

general arrangement of the archives, which are treated as a whole for 
purposes of classification. | 

The archives are classified by "séries" or record groups. 
Each series is designated by one or several capital letters (A,AA,AJ, 
0,W,ZZ, etc.). Subdivisions within the series (sous-séries) are 
designated by superscript Arabic or Roman numerals (Agi2, AFiv, 07, 
Apxix, etc.). In the case of the portions of the archives of the 
Ministries of Foreign Affairs, War, Navy, and Colonies deposited at 
the Archives Nationales, the letters designating the original series 
have been retained, so that it is necessary to mention the words 
"Affaires étrangéres", "Guerre", "Marine", and "Colonies" before the 
serial letter, in order to avoid confusion with the regular series of 
the Archives Nationales. (For example, "Marine, CC" or "Colonies, F°" 
are not the same as the regular series "CC" or "F°".) 

Documents are generally arranged in file boxes called 
"cartons," which are designated by Arabic numerals. Thus "F1299" 
means: series F, subdivision 12, box 99. A star or asterisk indicates 

a "registre" or bound volume. Thus, "F12*99", indicating a bound 
volume, is not the same article as the box of unbound documents just 
mentioned. In filling out call slips for materials to be used in the 
reading room, it will be sufficient for the reader to request "F1299" 
or "F12*99", as the case may be. 

The documents conatined in a single carton have in many 
cases been grouped in bundles (liasses), and the separate items 
(piéces) have also been numbered. In many cases, it is therefore 
possible to describe the exact location of a document within a box, 
for example, "F1299, liasse 3, piéce 8." 
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Familiarity with this system of designation is necessary in 
order to interpret properly the inventaires, which are the descriptive 
lists of the documents contained in the different series. The 
inventories (sometimes called états or répertoires) fall roughly into 
two groups: (1) the inventaires numériques or sommaires, and (2) the 
inventaires analytiques. The numerical inventories merely list the 
serial numbers of the cartons or registres, with a summary description 
of the contents and indication of the dates covered. The analytical 
inventories, on the other hand, carry the descriptive process much 
farther, indicate numbers of bundles and separate items within a box, 
and in some cases even summarize each document. As examples of the 
two types of inventories we have: inventory No. 759 (Répertoire 
numérique, AFiV 1-1960 et AFiv* 1-1710"), and inventory No. 750 
("Inventaire analytique des minutes d'arrétés du Directoire et piéces 
annexes, AFIII 431-637"). The first of these provides only a 
numerical list of boxes and registers with a general description and 
dates of the contents, while the second gives a description of each 
specific document. 

Consultation of the inventories is of course but a prelim- 
inary step in historical research; the scholar who possesses microfilm 
copies of these keys may be at some distance from the archives and 
will presumably not be satisfied until he has examined the records 
themselves. Nevertheless, careful study of these microfilm inventories 
should enable him to complete a part of his spade work at a distance, 
and thus give him more time for the study of the records when he 
arrives on the ground for that purpose. The “numerical™ inventories 
will at least enable him to note down the numbers of likely-looking 
cartons or registres which may be worth investigating. The “analytical” 
inventories will often give him the substance of specific documents, 
and may even, now and then, serve in place of the original. In both 
cases--and this is perhaps one of the greatest services they can 
render--the inventories will permit him to proceed by elimination: for 
the inventory often reveals that a promising-sounding series is in 
fact of little value for the investigation in hand. 

In making microfilm copies of its inventories available to 
American scholars, through special arrangement with the Committee on 
Documentary Reproduction of the American Historical Association, the 
Archives Nationales has sought to encourage and facilitate research in 
its extensive collection of records. It is assumed that scholars 
using the microfilm inventories at 2 distance will eventually come to 
Paris for research, where they will have further guidance and expert 
counsel from the staff of the Archives Nationales. 

The microfilm inventories made during the spring of 1950 
under the supervision of the A.H.A. representative in France, 

Howard C. Rice, Jr (Princeton University Library) have been trans- 
mitted to the Library of Congress in Washington. The Archives 
Nationales has given permission to the Library of Congress to supply 
additional prints from the master negative film to other libraries or 
research centers in the United States. In granting this permission 
the Archives Nationales has requested that the names of such libraries 


— we 








be transmitted to it for its own information. A duplicate master 
negative has been retained by the Archives Nationales, which is thus 
in a position to supply prints to scholars or libraries in France 

or other countries. 

A numerical list of the microfilm inventories now available 
is appended below. These cover the Section Moderne (beginning with 
inventory No. 560 and extending through inventory No. 790), and those 
portions of the archives of the Ministries of Foreign Affairs, 
Colonies, and Navy now deposited at the Archiyes Nationales (inven- 
tories Nos. 459-499). It is hoped that the inventories for the 
Section Ancienne, strictly speaking, can be filmed at some time in 
the near future, thus making available in the United States a 
complete set of the inventories of the Archives Nationales. 

Attention is called to the fact that some of the inventories 
listed in the Etat des inventaires are printed volumes; these have of 
course not been microfilmed, as they are presumably already available 
to scholars in the larger research libraries of the United States. 

For example, series F and BB are adequately covered for purposes of 
preliminary research by the printed series: Etat sommaire des verse- 
ments faits aux Archives Nationales par les Ministéres et les 
Administrations qui en dépendent (4 vols., 1924-47). Other omissions 
from the microfilm series have been made, after study and consultation, 
in cases where the manuscript inventories duplicate each other, where 
their state of incompleteness renders them useless to the uninitiated, 
or where (as in the case of several card-catalog indexes) the 
potential usefulness has appeared out of proportion to the expense 
involved. The general criterion used has been that of “usefulness for 
purposes of preliminary research," and it must again be emphasized 

to have recourse to the good offices of the staff of the Archives 
Nationales.

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MICROFILMING IN THE ARCHIVES OF FRANCE FOR THE 
LIBRARY OF CONGRESS AND FOR THE BANCROFT LIBRARY 
by 
A.P. Nasatir 


I. This is a general report of the work that I accomplished 
as Fullbright Fellow during the academic year 1950-51 and of the 
microfilm copy of archival materials in Paris which I sent to the 
Library of Congress and to the Bancroft Library of the University 
of California. 

My projects were two in number: first, to review the 
materials in the French archives relating to Louisiana and California; 
and second, to microfilm the consular records. 

Upon my arrival in France I discovered that it would be 
impossible to microfilm the consular series relating to the United 
States because the Foreign Office refuses to grant permission for 
such large bodies of material to be microfilmed. After a great deal 
of consultation, advice, and diplomacy, I found out that the Foreign 
Office is willing to permit larger amounts of microfilming of their 
archival materials if they refer to one subject and under a written 
contract carrying with it plans for publication. The Bancroft Library 
under the direction of Dr. George P. Hammond cooperated with me to the 
fullest extent and did sign a contract with the Foreign Office stipu- 
lating a plan for publishing the materials. I negotiated the contract 
upon the proposition of obtaining materials on three subjects all 
merged in one and naturally pertaining to California. The central 
themes of my investigations were: first, the California Gold Rush 
period; second, complete documentary biography of Patrice Dillon; and 
third (as part of the second), the filibustering activities in Mexico 
from California. It was understood in my negotiations with M. Outrey, 
the Director of the Archives, and M. De Ribier, the Conservateur, 
that the broad foundations for my microfilming material would be the 
consular records. M. De Ribier permitted me full access to the 
archival material, even to the extent of consulting the personal 
dossiers of the various French consular agents and officials in 
California. M. D2 Ribier was also extremely generous in permitting a 
wide latitude of materials to be microfilmed. From my experience 
it seems that the Foreign Office looks unfavorably upon microfilming 
volumes of documents in their entirety. 

Daring my studies in Paris, I accidentally ran across an 
unusual find concerning the French in the California Gold Rush which 
consisted of ten cartons of records of the Société de l'Ingot d'Or, 
one of the principal companies interested in the California Gold 
Rush. Its activities resulted in the sending to California of 
many gold seekers and adventurers who today form a good part of the 
French population in California. By good fortune I also found the few 
scattered documents to fill in the full story of the Société and the 
consular records in other repositories. 
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I succeeded in obtaining the consular records relating to 
the United States before 1792. 

With regard to Louisiana, I was to fill in some of the more 
obvious gaps in the Library of Congress. I filled a few of them, 
but much that the Library of Congress now has in some of the important 
series should be entirely done over.

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COPIES OF FRENCH MANUSCRIPTS FOR AMERICAN 
HISTORY IN THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS* 
by 
James E. O'Neill 


Two of the features which distinguished American historical 
scholarship at the beginning of the 20th century were a preoccupation 
with the collection of sources and the reorientation of interest from 
Europe and the Atlantic seaboard to the American West. Armed with 
the new weapons of critical methodology and the heady ambition to 
make history scientific, the first generation of professional historians 
set out with remarkable determination to gather historical manuscripts. 
At the same time, the closing of the frontier, and the Turner thesis 
which reflected it, opened the serious study of the history of the 
Mississippi Valley. Not surprisingly, these two currents, which 
merged in the founding of the Mississippi Valley Historical Association, 
led to programs for exploiting the sources for American history to be 
found in European libraries and archives. Addressing the Mississippi 
Valley Historical Association at its first annual meeting Clarence 
Alvord complained that "we have been writing of the French in the 
Mississippi Valley, and of British policy in the West, without 
searching in the chief depositories for our material," and proposed 
the copying of relevant material in Europe. 1 In the same year, 1908, 
the Conference of State and Local Historical Societies, aware that 
copying had already begun in Britain, recommended that French archives, 
as the "richest field of practically unexplored material," be searched 
as a preliminary to the copying of their American contents.2 In fact, 
Waldo Leland had already begun his work in France as the agent of the 
Carnegie Institution and, although the first of his published guides 
did not appear until 1932, enough American material had been uncovered 
to allow copying to begin much earlier. 

It is against this background that the Library of Congress 
copying program in France developed. 3 In 1914 it began with the 
transcribing of documents in the archives of the French Colonial Office. 
After a surprisingly brief interruption during World War I, this was 
followed by copying from the archives of the Navy's Hydrographic 
Service and, in 1923, from those at the Foreign Office. In the late 
1920's the great enlargement of the program occurred when the Library 
received, successively, a permanent endowment for copying abroad from 
James B. Wilbur and a gift of nearly $ 500,000 for the same purpose 
from John D. Rockefeller, Jr. The largest single group of reproductions 
dates from these years, 1927-35, when it also became possible to turn 
from handwritten transcripts to photostats, negative microfilms, and 
enlargement prints. Except for the period of World War II, copying

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has continued, the most notable acquisitions since 1945 being French 
diplomatic correspondence relating to the United States for the years 
1830-49 and, more recently, further Navy records from the Archives 
Nationales. All told, upwards of half a million items, drawn from 
both major and minor French repositories, have been reproduced for the 
Library in the last 50 years, giving it the largest collection of 

such material in the United States and providing American historians-- 
as Alvord hoped--with sources otherwise available only at a distance 
and at great expense. 

Throughout the long and rather varied history of this copying 
program, the criterion for selection has been the relevance of the 
material to the history of North America, including for this purpose 
the Caribbean. As a result most of the French manuscripts reproduced 
date from the 17th and, especially, the 18th centuries, and relate to 
the Mississippi Valley, Canada, and the West Indies. Discovery, 
exploration, colonization, the diplomatic and military struggles with 
Britain, the American Revolution, and French-American diplomatic and 
cultural relations are the principal themes. For the record of France 
in the New World and of the Franco-American connection in the early 
years of the United States, the collection is unsurpassed outside of 
France itself. 

A detailed listing and description of these French 
reproductions, comparable to that which exists for the Library's 
copies of British manuscripts, 4 would be ideal. The very size of this 
collection and the speed with which it is growing, however, make this 
impossible at the present time. Fortunately, the great majority of the 
manuscripts copied are already described in print, either in one of the 
American guides to French material for American history or in one of 
the more numerous finding aids which the French have produced for 
most of their important collections. The list which follows is thus, 
in effect, a summary inventory of the French reproductions in the 
Library of Congress, indicating by number the volumes copied but 
making no attempt to itemize individual documents or to describe 
collections in detail. Whenever possible the published guides (or 
easily available unpublished guides) to particular collections or 
groups of manuscripts have been referred to in footnotes: a comparison 
of the guide to a particular collection with the items listed below 
as having been copied from that collection can quickly show the 
potential user whether the Library of Congress has what he needs. 
Virtually all of the reproductions of French manuscripts, it should be 
added, are available for use through interlibrary loan. 


ARCHIVES DU MINISTERE DES AFFAIRES ETRANGERES 


Most of the Library's copies of material in the French Foreign 
Office have been listed in an appendix to Waldo G. Leland, John J. Meng, 
and Abel Doysié, eds., Guide to Materials for American History in the 
Libraries and Archives of Paris, II: Archives of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs (Washington, 1943), 1065-10702 To these must be added 
volumes 84-104 of Correspondance politique, Etats-Unis, covering the 
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years 1830-49, microfilmed after World War II. The Guide itself 
describes the contents of each volume and indicates the more important 
documents therein. For the most part the material copied by the 
Library dates from the 18th and early 19th centuries, with particular 
emphasis on the era of the American Revolution. 


ARCHIVES NATIONALES 


One of the largest groups of reproductions from France 
comes, not surprisingly, from the Archives Nationales. The material 
copied relates mainly to the 18th century though there is a fair amount 
from the 17th century as well. Some of the documents supplement the 
diplomatic records drawn from the Foreign Office. Most, however, are 
drawn from colonial and naval records and deal largely with French 
exploration and colonization of North America and the West Indies and 
with the Anglo-French struggles before and during the American 
Revolution. 


K et KK. Monuments historiques 





This series, one of those created with the organization of 
the Archives Nationales in the 1790's, consists of diverse "historical" 
documents. The Library of Congress has copied the following material, 
which relates to French colonial and missionary activities:® Selections 
from K, vols.

Like French naval records, the archives of the French Army 
have had a continuous (though not untroubled) existence since the 
17th century. They have not, however, been transferred to the 
Archives Nationales, but are kept at the Chateau de Vincennes under 
the control of the Service historique de 1'Armée.21 The material 
copied by the Library of Congress relates almost entirely to the 18th 
century, particularly to the French and Indian War and the American 
Revolution. All the items copied are from the Section ancienne of 
the Army archives.

BIBLIOTHEQUE NATIONALE 


Along with the Archives Nationales, the repository from 
which the Library of Congress has also copied extensively is the 
Bibliothéque Nationale. Here the selection of material was made 
easier by the close connection of the Library's program with the 
work of Waldo Leland, whose published Guide to Americana in Paris 
libraries appeared in 1932.25 Leland's assistant, Abel Doysié, 
served as the Library's agent; in addition the Library was able to 
use Leland's notes to select its material even before the Guide was 
published. As a result, the Leland Guide can serve not only to tell 
the researcher what American material is available in the Biblio- 
théque Nationale but to indicate, generally, what the Library of 
Congress has copied there. In some cases complete volumes have been 
reproduced; where only selections from a volume were copied they are, 
for the most part, those listed in the Guide. 











Manuscrits américains“® 





The principal fonds in the Bibliothéque Nationale are mainly 
organized by the languages in which the manuscripts are written. 
Thus, the manuscrits américains are largely in one or another of the 
American Indian languages. The Library of Congress has coried the 
following, which consist mainly of dictionaries of Indian dialects:

distinct collections. The "500 Colbert," made up of that many volumes 
of public and personal papers, is one of these.36

BIBLIOTEEQUE MAZARINE
